Should A Man 
Divorce A Wife 
Guilty Of Adultery?

Recently several cases have been 
brought to my attention where a 
married man. or woman fell into 
the sin of adultery and the offend- 
ed mate has to decide what to do. 
A godly Christian man says his 
wife has. committed adultery, and 
he thinks that frees him to divorce 
her. 

On that matter, Jesus said, “And 
I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, except it be for 
fornication, and shall marry anoth- 
er, committeth adultery: and who- 
so marrieth her which is put away 
doth commit adultery.” 


Note the following facts about 
this statement of the Lord Jesus. 


1, No Christian is ever to take a 
divorce because of cruelty, non- 
support, incompatibility, or for any 
other reason but fornication. 

2. Adivorce is PERMITTED, but 
not COMMANDED, where a wife 
is guilty of fornication. We feel 
that the same Scripture would fit 
for either a man or a woman. If 
the woman who has gone into for- 
nication cannot be brought back to 
a clean life and to the position of 
an honorable wife, the husband is 
permitted to put her away.

vival In Answer To Prayer 


Evangelist Finney attended a 
funeral service in Utica, N. Y. He 
tells us what followed. 


“Mr. Aiken conducted the funer- 
al exercises; and I learned from 
him that the spirit of prayer was? 
already manifest in his congrega- 
tion, and in that city. He told me 
that one of his principal women 
had been so deeply exercised in her 
scul about the state of the church, 
and of the ungodly in that gity, 
that she had prayed for two days 
and nights, almost incessantly, un- 
til her strength was overcome;

to such a extent that when her 
own strength was exhausted, she

begun in her heart. He recognized 
it, of course; and wished me to 
commence labor with him and his 
people immediately.

Our meetings were 
crowded every night and the work 
spread and went on powerfully, 2s- 
pecially in the two Presbyterian 
congregations; of one of which Mr.

and of his boarders. Indeed that 
largest hotel in the town became a 
centre of spiritual influence, and 
many. were converted there. The 
stages, as they passed through, 
stopped at the hotel; and so pow- 
erful was the impression in the 
community, that I heard of several 
cases of persons just stopped for a 
meal, or to spend a nignt, being 
powerfully convicted and convert- 
ed before they leit the town. in- 
deed, both in this place and in 
Rome, it was a common remark 
that nobody could be in the town, 
or pass through it, without being 
aware of the presence of God; that 
a divine influence seemed to per- 
vade the place, and the whole at- 
mosphere to be instinct with divine 
life.”’ 

Surely you must be impressed 
with the fact that such revivals as 
these come from God. We ought to 
labor, we ought to plan, we ougat 
to preach and visit, to be sure. 


Certainly we ought to obey God 


and remove the stumbling blocks 
and hindrances. But primarily,

| The Marvelous Rochester Revivai, 


1830 


Finney’s success brought many 
invitations for revival. Should he 
accept invitations to New . York 
City or Philadelphia, or to Roches- 
ter, New York’ Rochester was a 
wicked city, and the cause of 
Christ was at a very low ebb, and 
he decided not to go there. but 
God impressed it continually upon 
his heart, and at last hé went. A 
great revival resulted; the leading 
lawyers, doctors, bankers and busi- 
ness men in town were soundly 
converted. Years later he was told 
that, though the size of the city 
had trebled, there were less than 
on¢-third as many crimes as in the 
much smaller population before 
the Finney revival. Widespread in- 
fidelity was defeated and hundreds, 


_ possibly thousands, were saved. 


And what was back of this niar- 
velous victory in Rochester, New 
York? Part of the answer is given 
by Mr. Finney in the following 
passage from his Autobiography: 

‘T have not said much, as yet, of 
the spirit of prayer that prevailed 
in this revival, which 1 must not 
omit to: mention. When I was on 
my way to Rochester, as we passed 
through a village, some thirty 
miles east of Rochester, a brother 
minister whom I knew, sceing me 
on the canal boat, jumped aboard 
to have a little conversation with 
me, intending to ride but a little 
way and return. He however, 
came interested in conversation, 
and upon finding where I was go- 
ing, he made up his mind to keep 
on and go with me to Rochester. 
We had been there but a few days 
when this minister became so con- 
victed that he could not help weep- 
ing aloud, at one time, as he 


_ passed along the street. The Lord 


gave him a powerful spirit of pray- 
er, and his heart was broken. As 
he and I prayed much together, I 
was struck with his faith in regard 
to what the Lord was going to do 
there. I recollect he would say, 
‘Lord, I do not know how it is; but 
I seem to know that thou art gZo- 
ing to do a great work in this 
city.’" The spirit of prayer was 
poured out powerfully, so much so, 
that some persons stayed away 
from the public services to pray, 
being unable to restrain their feel- 
ing under preaching. 

“And here I must introduce the 
name of.a man whom I shall have 
occasion to mention ,frequentlly 
Mr. Abel Clary. He was the son of 


be- |

spirit of prayer was such, he was 
so burdened with the souls of men, 
that he was not able to preach 
much, his whole time and strength 
being given to prayer. The burden 
of his soul would frequently be so 
great that he was unable to stand, 
and he would writhe and groan in 
agony. I was well acquainted with 
him, and knew something of the 
wonderful spirit of prayer that 
was upon him. He“was a very si- 
lent man, as almost all are who 
have that powerful spirit of prayer. 

“The first I knew of his being at 
Rochester, a gentleman who lived 
about a mile west of the city, called 


on me one day, and asked me if I. 


knew a Mr. Abel Clary, a minis- 
ter. I told him that I knew him 
well. ‘Well,’ said he, ‘he is at my 
house, and has been there for some 
lime, and I don’t know what to 
think of him.’ I said, ‘ I have not 
seen him at any of our meetings.’ 
‘No,’ he replied, ‘he cannot go to 
meeting, he says. He prays nearly 
all the time, day and night, and in 
such agony of mind that I do not 
Know what to make of it. Some- 
times he cannot even stand on his 
knees, but wiil lie prostrate on the 
floor, and groan and pray in a 
manner that quite astonishes me.’ 
1 said to the brother, ‘I understand 
it; please keep still. It will all 
come out right; he will surely pre- 
vail.’ 

“I knew at the time a consider- 
able number of. men who were ex- 
ercised the same way. A Deacon 
| gg hor ane , of Camden, Oneida coun- 
ty; a Deacon. T..........- , Of Rodman, 
Jefferson county; a Deacon B 
of Adams, in the same county; 
this Mr Clary, and many others 
among the men, and a large num- 
ber of women, partook of the same 
spirit, and spent a great part of 
their time in prayer. Father Nasu, 
as we Called him. who in several of 
my fields of labor came to me and 
aided me, was another of those 
men that had such a powerful spir- 
it of prevailing prayer. This Mr. 
Clary continued in Rochester as 
long as I did, and uid not ieave it 
until after I had left. He never, that 
I could learn, appeared in public, 
but gave himself wholly to prayer.” 


When God gives rewards, and 
when many of the first shall be 
last and the last shall be first, 
praying individuals will get a large 
part of the credit for great reviv- 
als. Often one or two, greatly la- 
boring: and wrestling with God in 
prayer, can get victory and the 
Spirit of God will lead others to 
join them in fervent prayer, un- 
til a revival is possible and a 
mighty work of the Holy Spirit is 
done. : 

Later, Mr. Finney tells more of 
Mr. Clary and his great burden of 
prayer: 

“I have spoken of Mr. Clary as 
the praying man, who was at 
Rochester. He had a brother, a 
physician, living in Auburn. I 
think it was the second Sabbath 
that I was at Auburn, at this time, 
I observed in the congregation the 
solemn face of this Mr. Clary. He 
looked as if he were borne down 
with an agony of prayer .Being 
well acquainted with him, and 
knowing the great gift o: God that 
was upon him, the spirit cf prayer, 
I was very glad to see him there. 
He sat in. the pew with his brcther, 
the Doctor, who was also a profes- 
sor of religion but who knew noth 
ing by experience, I shold think, 
of his brother Abel’s great power 
with God. 

“At intermission, as soon as I 
came down from the pulpit Mr. 
Clary, with his brother, met me 
at the pulpit stairs, and the Doc- 
tor invited me to go home with 
him to spend the intermission and 
to get some refreshments. I did

Finney's Book,. Revival Lectures, 
Grew Out Of A Day Of Fasting 
. And Prayer on Shipboard .. 


Finney, when acting as pastor- 
evangelist in New York ,took a 
voyage abroad, for the sake of his 
health. It was a time of great anx- 
iety because of waning revivals, 
his health, the strife over the ques- 
tion of slavery, etc. Mr. Finney 
tells of a day of prayer and fast- 
ing on shipboard, and of the won- 
derful blessing that came out of it. 


“On my homeward passage my 
mind became exceedingly exercised 
on the question of revivals. I 
feared that they would decline 
throughout the country. I feared 
that the opposition that had been 
made to them had grieved the Holy 
Spirit. My own health, it appeared 
to me, had nearly or quite broken 
down; and I knew of no vcther 
evangelist that would take the 
field, and aid pastors in revival 
work. This view of the subject dis- 
tressed me so much that one day I 
found myself unable to rest. My 
soul was in an utter agony. I spent 
almost the entire day in prayer in 
my state room, or walking the 
deck in intense agony, in view of 
the state-of things. There was no 
one on hoard to whom I could open 
my mind or say a word. 

“It was the spirit of prayer that 
was upon me; that which I had of- 
ten betore experienced in kitia but 
perhaps never to such a degree, for 


so long a time. I besought the Lord. 


to go on with his work, and to pro- 
vide himself with such instrin:en- 
talities as were necessary. It was 
a long summer day, in the early 
part of July. After a day of un- 
speakable wrestling and agony in 
my soul, just at night, the subject 
cleared up to my mind. The Spirit 
led me to believe that all would 
come out right, and that God had 
yet a work for me to do; that I 
might be at rest; that the Lord 
would go forward with his work, 
and give me strength to take any 
part in it that He desired. hut I 
had not the least idea what the 
course of His providence wuuld be.” 


When he returned to New Ycurk, 
God led him to give a series of lec- 
tures on revivals. They were taken 
down in brief by the editor of “The 
New York Evangelist,” ad pub- 
lished. Later they were published 
in a book,, “Finney’s Lectures on 
Revivals,” and have resulted in 
great revivals, in England and in 
Ainerica, aud in France and Wales 
they were translated ind published 
and brought great revivals, with 
multitudes saved. 


Explaining the book and its re- 
sults, Finney says, “But. this was 
not of man’s wisdom. Let ". 
er remember that long day of 
agony and prayer at sea, that God 
would do something to forward the

course to help forward the work. 
I felt certain then that my prayers 
would be answered; and I have re- 
garded all that I have since been

by O’Hair in Chicago and others. 
Generally it is promoted by men 
without adequate theological train- 
ing. They have done much to split 
churches, to arouse enmity between 
Christians, and to discredit much 
of the Bible of present use. They 
say, generally, that baptism has 
been done away with. Some say 
that the Lord’s prayer is not for 
this age, some fervently deny that 
the Great Commission is for us, 
and some have repudiated even the 
Lord’s Supper as being of law in- 
stead of grace. 


I wrote the young pastor the 
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following answer, giving Scrip- 
tures that disprove the teachings 
of this modern heresy. 


1. The Great Commission itself 
clearly contradicts the hyper-dis- 
pensational teachings of Mr. 
O’Hair. Jesus said, “All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in 
earth. Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptising them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teach- 
ing them to observe whatsoever 
I have commanded you: and, lo, 
I am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world. Amen.” Note 
the following things about this 
commission (a) it 1s expressly giv- 
en to the eleven disciples, verse 16. 
(bp) these eleven disciples were to 
go to all nations, making other 
disciples, baptising them, etc. (c) 
but every new disciple was to be 
taught “‘to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you.” 
That is, there was.to be an unbrok- 
en chain, with every new convert 
carrying out this same Great Com- 
mission, obeying exactly, the same 
command given to the disciples. 
(d). Notice the marvelous extent 
of this Great Commission. They 
were to go to “all nations,” and it 
was to continue “even unto the end 
of the world.” This same Great 
Commission is given in Mark 16: 
15, 16, and in Luke 24:46-49 and in 
Acts 1:8. Exactly the same yospel 
was to be preached to ll Luticns, 
and exactly the same gospel was 
to be preached from the time of 
Christ’s ascension to the end of the 
world. Therefore baptism and all 
the Great Commission is still com- 
manded of Christians. 


2. Acts 10:43 clearly shows there 
has never been any dispensational 
change in the matter of salvation. 
It says, “To him give all the pro- 
phets witness, . that through his 
name whosoever believeth in him 
shall receive remission of sins.” 
Every old Testament prophet 
taught exactly what Jesus taught,

Central America in Mexico. Among 
the Papagos, the Pimas, and the 
Navajo Indians of our own South- 
west, there are legends of a great 
flood. The northern Eskimos and 
the tribes of Greenland, yes, and a 
few tribes in Africa, and also that 
strange, wandering people called 
the Gypsies, all have among them 
the ancient belief of that flood. 
Now, this universality of the 
flood in traditions establishes a few 
outstanding facts at least, facts 
which are denied by all who reject 
the Genesis account written by 
Moses under the inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit. First, these traditions 
prove that the race came into 


' existence as the Bible teaches, by 


one pair, not by evolution, as God- 
denying, Bible-denying, unregener- 
ated men tell us. For these men 
advance the theory that evolution 
has done its work for hundreds of 
thousands of years over the entire 
face of the earth, finally producing 
different races of human beings. 
But will you listen, please, care- 
fully? If different races sprang 
from different heads, South Sea 
Islanders from one source, the Mon- 
golians from anotber source, how 
could it be explained that all these 
nations and tribes possess tradi- 
tions of a great catastrophe which 
happened in the remotest past in 
another part of the world? Truly 
the flood traditions prove the unity 
of the human race which sprang 
from one pair and not from an un- 
certain number of beings, the re- 
sult of physical evolution. 


Second, these world-wide tradi- 
tions also prove that the flood was 
not an insignificant local affair, 
but that it was a catastrophe 
which involved the entire globe. 
Three sons of Noah — Shem, Ham, 
and Japheth —from which the en- 
tire human race comes since the 
days of the flood were eye-wit- 
nesses to that flood. They passed 
that knowledge of the flood down 
to their children, and then from 
generation to generation. As it has 
been passed down, discrepancies, 
errors, mis-statements have crept 
in until those traditions -.are great- 
ly distorted today. But, upon the 
basis of those traditions, we could 


‘conclude safely that there was a 


wrld-wide catastrophe. 


The Bible Account Is Authentic 


On the other hand, how refresh- 
ing it becomes to leave the tradi- 
tions of men and nations and 
tribes and people and go to the on- 
ly true and authentic source of in- 
formation — the inspired Word of 
God where we can find out exactly 
what happened and why it hap- 
pened. Now, no lesser authority 
than the Lord Jesus himself puts 
His stamp of approval on Chapters 
six, seven, and eight of the book 
of Genesis; for one day, speaking 
to his disciples on the Mount of 
Olives. He said, “But as the days of 
Noah were, so shall also the com- 
ing of the Son of man be.” And 
here the Lord of Glory, Who is 
the truth, in Whom there is no va- 
riableness or shadow of turning, 
Who cannot lie, puts His finger up-

on these two great events — the 
days of Noah and that day when 
He shall come back in power and 
great glory. And He states, “But 
as the days of Noah were, so shall 
also the coming of the Son of man 
be” (Matt. 24:37). 


A Long-Suffering God Still Calls 


Sinners 


Now, let us learn something 
about God’s dealing with humanity 
in that day of great sadness which 
I have read in your presence from 
the -sixth chapter of Genesis. We 
find, thumbing through the pages 
of the Bible, that it speaks of ‘‘the 
long-suffering of God,’ how He 
‘“‘waited in the days,of Noah while 
the ark was a preparing, wherein 
few, that is, eight souls were saved 
by water.” (I Pet. 3:20). Notice 
the wording, please. The longsuf- 
fering of God when He waited in 
the days of Noah. Now following 
carefully, the word longsuffering 
implies God’s dealings with the hu- 
man race in mercy, that His mercy 
had been rejected, that His pa- 
tience was sorely tried, and that 
His patience was about to be. ex- 
hausted. 


But go back. God’s grace and 
mercy were manifest to Adam and 
Eve as soon as sin had entered in- 
to the Garden of Eden. For im- 
mediately God provided them with 
coats of skin and covered them so 
that they ,the sinners, might have 
fellowship and approach the holy 
God on the basis of the death of an 
innocent substitute. For a little an- 
imal had to give its life in order 
that they. might have the coat of 
skin, teaching that the basis of ap- 
proach on the part of sinful hu- 
manity to a holy God .was through 
the death of an innocent substi- 
tute. Now they had that knowledge 
and they handed that knowledge 
down to their children. Further- 
more, those living in the days of 
‘Noah-heard the faithful preaching 
of the Word, for Noah was a 
preacher of righteousness. I can 
hear him preaching out in no un- 
certain tone, declaring that every 
man by nature is devoid of the 
standard of righteousness required 
by God if sinful man was to have 
fellowship with Him. Noah 
preached, faithfully presented the 
way of salvation and was a preach- 
er of righteousness. Yet those liv- 
ing in the days of Noah had this 
abundant revelation, not only the 
witness of Noah, but by word of 
mouth from Adam down. God did 
not leave them without a witness. 


But here is the problem — men 
deliberately rejected the divine rev- 
elation, deliberately chose wicked- 
ness instead of receiving God’s 
righteousness on the grounds of 
unmerited favor. ‘Men, professing 
themselves to be wise, become 
fools, and changed the glory of in- 
corruptible God into an image lik- 
ened unto se gp men;’ the 
downward path of men outside of 
God. Yet, in the face of all this 
we find God deliberately postpon- 
ing the day of judgment, testifying 
still further of the log-suffering 
of God; for God is slow to anger, 
plenteous in mercy; and He said, 
‘Yet my spirit will strive with man 
an hundred and twenty years.’ 
(Gen. 6:3). And the Lord is not 
slack concernig His promise, as 
some men count slackness, but is 
long-suffering to uswards, not will- 
ing that any should perish, but 
that all should come to repent- 
ance,”’ (II. Pet. 3:9). 


Now, here is the application: I 
want to make it just as plain as 
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what John the Baptist taught, 
what Paul taught, and now what 
Peter taught, that those who-trust- 
ed in Christ should be saved. That 
plan never varied in any dispensa- 
tion. So it is foolish to say that the 
“kingdom gospel’ is one gospel and 
the “gospel of grace” is another 
gospel. That is a distinction manu- 
factured by” men ignorant of the 
Bible. There is no distinction in the 
Bible between one. gospel and 
another gospel, except between the 
true gospel and the false gospel. 


3. John 3:36 clearly shows that 
John the Baptist taught exactly 
the same plan of salvation that Je- 
sus taught and that Paul taught. 
John the Baptist said, ‘He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlasting 
life: and he that believeth not the 
son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him” 
(John 3:36). You see at once that 
this is exactly the same plan of 
salvation that Jesus taught in John 
3:16, that Peter preached in Acts 
10:43, and that Paul and Barnabas 


preached in Acts 13:38, 39. So to}, 


say that the preaching and bap- 
tising of John the Baptist was of 
another dispensation and is not 
part of.the gospel, is foolish and 
unScrivtural. 


4. Mark 1:1 clearly shows that 
the gospel, in the New Testament, 
began to be preached by John the 
Baptist, and that John the Bap- 
tist properly belongs in the New 
Testament and not in the Old, and 
that he preached the gospel of 


grace and did not preach the law. 
Speaking of John the Baptist, 
Mark 1:1 says, “The beginning of 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, the Son 
of God.’ Compare this with John 
3:36, and you will see that it is on- 
ly ignorance which would have 
John the Baptist baptising people 
in order to save them. Anybody 
who interprets Matthew 3:11 as 
teaching that baptism went before 
repentance, or that baptism was 
essential to salvation, simply mis- 
understands the Scripture. Others 
pervert Acts 2:38 intrying to prove 
baptism essential to salvation, but 
it never was. Neither Peter nor 
John the Baptist nor any other Bi- 
ble preacher of either the Old or 
New Testament ever preached that 
baptism is essential to salvation. 


o. The ultra - dispensationalists 
say that a new dispensation began 
with Acts 28:8 when Paul said, 
“Be it known therefore unto you, 
that the salvation of God is sent 
unto the Gentiles, and that they 
will hear it.” That is fartherest 
from Paul’s ‘mind. Actually, Paul 
was simply following his usual or- 
der, everyplace he went, “To the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek” 
(Romans 1:16). The same idea 
was included in the great Commis- 
sion, “beginning at Jerusalem,” 
Jews should naturally begin with 
Jews. When Jews would not hear 
the gospel, Paul always turned 
then to the Gentiles in the same

Exactly the same thing happened 
in Acts 18:6 at Corinth. We are 
told, “And when they opposed 
themselves, and blasphemed, he 
shook his raiment, and said.unto 
them, Your blood be upon your 
own heads; I am clean: from 
henceforth I will go unto lhe Gen- 
tiles.” Paul did not start a new 
dispensation in every town he 
came to! And it is silly to start a 
new dispensation in Acts 28:28 un- 
less you start a new dispensation 
in Acts 13:46 and in Acts 18:6. 
Quarrelsome and critical preachers, 
without any solid seminary train- 
ing, simply jumped to conclusions 
and started this heresy about a 
new dispensation at Acts 28:28. 


6. The ultra-dispensationalists 
utterly misunderstand the mystery 
revealed to Paul, as taught in 
Ephesians 3:3-6. There we ure told, 
“How that by revelation he made 
known unto me the mystery; (as 
I wrote afore in few words.Where- 
by, when ye read, ye may under- 
stand my knowledge in the mys- 
tery of Christ) which in other ages 
was not made known unto the sons 
of men, as it is now revealed unto 
his holy apostles and prophets by 
the Spirit; That the Gentiles should 
be fellowheirs, and of the same 
body, and partakers of his promise 
in Christ by the gospel.” The mys- 
tery was not that there would be a 
church. No, the mystery is “that 
the gentiles should be fellowheirs, 
and of the same body, and par- 
takers of his promise in Christ by 
the gospel. The mystery was that 
Gentiles should be saved and in 


the same body with Jews. Jews 
found it hard to understand how 


Gentiles could be saved. That was 
a mystery to them. But God called 
Paul to be a special apostle to the 
Gentiles, and so he went every- 
where explaining this mystery, that 
God wanted Gentiles saved, too, 
and that the gospel was good for 
them, as well as Jews, and that 
both Jews and Gentiles, the saved, 
would be in one body. The body 
was not new. There is good evi- 
dence in Hebrews 12:23 that every 
saved person from Adam on to 
Christ’s second coming will be in 
that “general assembly and church 
of the first born which are written 
in heaven.” It was the same body. 
The mystery was that Gentiles 
would be in it as well as Jews. 
Misunderstanding this truth, so 
clearly stated in the Scriptures 
themselves, the ultra-dispensation- 
alists have done great harm.

Should A Man 
Divorce A Wife 
Guilty Of Adultery?

back to an honorable place as wife, 
certainly it would usually be far 
better, and more in the spirit of 
Christ, to forgive her and take her 
back. A .divorce is permitted in 
the case of. fornication, only be- 
cause when a woman is living the 
life of an harlot (which is what 
fornication means) it is often im- 
possible to reclaim her. Hence her 
husband is not bound in such a 
case, and the marriage may be 
broken legally as it has already 
been violated in God’s sight. 


But. think of the reasons for 
maintaining the home, if possible. 
First, it will nearly always result 
in more happiness to forgive and 
let love and confidence be restored, 
than to break the marriage and try 
to be happy later with someone 
else, or alone. Second, no matter 
what the reason for the divorce, 
there is always a tremendous 
amount of reproach in it. No good 
Christian who gets a divorce, for 
any reason, will ever quite live it 
down. I have known of pastors 
who got a divorce and thought 
themselves justified; I know of one 
such evangelist. In every such case 
that I have known about, their 
usefulness was greatly hindered. 
And divorce for Christians brings 
great reproach on the name of 
Christ and Christianity. Third, re- 
member the loved ones, the chil- 
dren in the home, if there are chil- 
dren, and other relatives and close 
friends. They are bound to be 
greatly hurt by divorce and a brok- 
en home. Wherever possible, the 
erring mate should be forgiven and 
reclaimed, and the marriage kept 
together for Jesus’ sake, for the 
childrens’ sake, and for the sake 
of future happiness. 


2. Note also that the Saviour de- 
liberately used the word fornica- 
tion, and not the word adultery, 
as a reason for divorce. The words 
refer to the same act, it is true, 
but fornication is a much stronger 
word, in one sense. The sin of adul- 
tery, in Bible usage, refers to one 
act of a person. Usually the term 
is used about married people, as, 
for example, when a wife is led to 
commit the scarlet sin with an- 
other man. But the term fornica- 
tion, in Bible usage, refers to a 
course of life,” regularly commit- 
ting the scarlet sin. The word for- 
nication comes from exactly the 
same word as that which is trans- 
lated harlot and whore-monger, in 
the feminine and masculine forms. 
Fornication is living the life of a 
harlot, or living the life of a whore- 
monger. So, if a man or woman 
commits the scarlet sin one time, 
and then repents and never com- 
mits that sin any more, he or she 
has committed adultery, but has 
not. been guilty of fornication, that 
is, has not lived the continual sin- 
ful course of a harlot or whore- 
monger. It seems to me, therefore, 
that though one act of adultery is 
a heart-breaking and ruinous sin, 
and certain to bring grief and pun- 
ishment, yet if the guilty person 
earnestly repents and seeks to be 
reconciled and to live a clean and 
holy life as a husband or wife, the 
Lord Jesus would not allow a di- 
vorce. Divorce is allowed for a 
course of sin like the life’of a har- 


lot or whore-monger, but is not al- 


lowed for a single act of adultery, 
according to the statement of the” 
Lord Jesus in the New Testament. 


Oh, whenever possible, save your 
home! Never have a divorce if it 
can be prevented honorably! Where 
the erring partner repents, it is far 
happier and far more pleasing to 
God for the sin to be forgiven and 
the home reunited.

But now notice how II Peter con- 
tinues in verse 7: “But the heav- 
ens and the earth which are now, 
by the same word, are kept in 
store, reserved unto fire against 
the day of judgment and the perdi- 
tion of ungodly men. But, beloved, 
be not ignorant of this one thing, 
that one day is with the Lord asa 
thousand years, and a thousand 
years as one day.” There is no 
time element. I do not know when 
God will come back for His church, 
but “The Lord is not slack con- 
cerning his promise, as some men 
count slackers; but is long-suffer- 
ing to usward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance. “But the day 
of the Lord will come as a thief 
in the night; in the which the 
heavens shall pass away with a 
great noise, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat, the earth 
also and the works that are there- 
in shall be burned up.” 


Now notice the warning: “See- 
ing then that all these things shall 
be dissolved, what manner of per- 
sons ought ye to be in all holy con- 
versation and godliness, Looking 
for and hasting unto the coming 
of the day of God.” Beloved, listen: 
‘And as it was in the days of Noah, 
so shall it be also in the days of 
the Son of man.’ )
